Striking examples of the value of this experi- 
ence for children were given by two members | 
of the audience. The first was a Florida 
community which abolished playgrounds as 
an economy measure, and the month follow- 
ing that, doubled the towns ordinary expen 
diture for police protection. The second was | 
the statement of a prominent Judge that no 
child registered and in attendance at a recre- 
ation center had appeared in his Juvenile | 
Court. Miss Davis then stated the great need |

Only the Post Office (Iederal Civil Ser- 
vice), Police, and Fire Departments in An- 
dover are under Civil Service, and from these 
and other town employees following facts 
and opinions were gotten, The Police De- 
partment is pleased to be under the Civil 
Service as they feel more secure in their po- 
sitions. Changes in the other town officials do 
not affect them provided they are doing their 
duty to the best of their ability. In case of 
possible discharge or criticism they may state 
their case before a Council or Judge. This is 
the biggest point gained under Civil Service. 
The Fire Department is an equally strong 
advocate of the new system and feels that the 
morale of the force has been raised.

HE DESERVES RE-ELECTION 
The contest for selectman and assessor 
promises to be a very close one this year 
with two of our best-known citizens as 
the only candidates. They both have 
many friends, they both have several 
good qualifications, but an examination 
of Dr. J. J. Daly’s record for the past 
few years will show that the town should 
hesitate to make a change at this time. 


Doctor Daly’s best qualification, the 
one for which the town should be the 
most grateful, the one which has saved 
the town considerable money and its 
citizens their self-respect, is the very 
one which has produced the small coterie 
of enemies which has tried for the past 
few years to hammer down his good 
standing with the people of Andover. To 
put it bluntly, Dr. Daly is “hard- 
boiled.”’ He doesn’t let anyone put over 
a thing on him or on the town; he tells 
people just what he thinks. He doesn’t 
equivocate, he doesn’t straddle any 
issues. 

In relief work, a job incidentally 
which few of us here in Andover would 
care to undertake, Dr. Daly has given 
| the town a fine record. When other com- 
munities were being buffaloed by wel- 
fare recipients, Dr. Daly insisted that 
they really need the welfare money and 
that if they were able to work they give 
the town a day’s work in exchange for 
the money they were receiving from the 
town. Most communities passed ont the 
money right and left, without asking 
anything in return, That practice 
didn’t help the communities, nor did it 
help the recipients of aid. 

Many of those who wanted aid with- 
out needing it were turned down; they 
have spread the story around that Dr. 
Daly discriminated against them, He 
idid, but he did NOT discriminate 
against them unjustly. The town is not 
required to support anyone who does 
not need support, and when it starts 
that policy, it means the tearing down 
of the whole morale of the recipients and 
of the town. If the men are required to 
work for their money, they will not lose 
their self-respect, their desire to work; 
they will not become perpetual spong-

Andover was his home from his birth in 
1871. His parents were Ballard and Cordelia 
Lefferts Holt and on his father’s side he was 
descended from Nicholas Holt, founder of 
one of Andover’s oldest families. This gave 
him an ardent interest in the “ Holt Associa- 
tion of America” which has held some of its 
meetings in Andover. 

Edueated in the public schools, he early 
became connected with the firm of Lee, 
Higginson and Co., brokers of Boston and 
after long and successful service with it 


| retired in 1931 to gain relief from heavy 


business cares and to enjoy a well-earned rest 
by travel and home joys. 

But he did not then lead a life of idleness. 
From early manhood he was a member of the 
South Congregational Church, held many 
offices in it and was deeply interested in its 
work. 

He was an active member of the Royal 
Arcanum, became a Trustee of Punchard 
High School’s Fund, was a member of the 
Bankers’ Association of Boston and a Direc-

“You find things in the most unexpected 
and out of the way places,” the violinist ex- 
plains. “For instance, I got a copy of an early 
edition of ‘Don Juan’ for a shilling in a shop 
in Sidney. For the same price I got a first | 
edition of “Daniel Deronda” in the same far 
off city. The dealer thought it worthless. It 
was a pirated edition and he didn’t see why 
I wanted it. In India I got an old Shakespeare 
and three copies of the India Railway Edition 
of Kipling. These I prize very highly because 


But as they looked like worn out magazines 
I got them for very little too.”’ 

Almost an entire set of Dickens has been 
assembled from bookshops stretching from 
London to Calcutta. There are several vol- 
umes of Hazlitt, Trolloppe, Rousseau, Wilde 
and George Eliot. A ten volume edition of a 
French Bible, profusely illustrated in black 
and white and said to be the finest one in ex- 
istence, is the most pretentious section of the 
Zimbalist collection. 

But this imposing set yields place in the 
artist’s affections to a slim brown volume 
that the untrained eye almost passes by. In- 


high in the collector’s esteem as this insig- 
nificant looking book. For it is a facsimile of 
the manuscript of “Alice in Wonderland,” 
with sketches by the author. 

“Tt must have cost a fortune!” is the in- 
voluntary exclamation.

“T got it for a song.” 

In addition to his rare editions Zimbalist 
also has a fine collection of semi-precious 
stones, quaint Oriental vials, carved ivories
